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The better known classes of mon- 
keys are the Ape — of which the 
gorilla is a member — the Baboon 

mid the Marmoset, or squirrel men- 
key. 

These animals are found chiefly 
in Africa and South America, and 
all of them make their homes among 
the branches of trees, expect a small 
number which live anions bushy 
dills. 

They leap from branch to branch, 
or swing from the branches by their 
long tails and eat oh other branches 
with I hell hands. 

Their food is chiefly fruits, corn 
and other vegetables, insects, bird's 
eggs, of which latter they are very 
fond. 

Many monkeys have cheek 
pouches in which food is carried. 
These are used usually when there 
is not time to consume the food at 
the moment il is gathered. 

Monkeys aie very affectionate in 
iheir family life. The young mon- 
keys are almost as carefully tended 
as a baby. Death biings apparently 
{treat grief to the heart of one of 
these mothers as il could to a human 
mother. 

They aie vei y agile, imitative, 
cui ions and prying, and love mis- 
chief and tricks of vat ions sorts. 
While they seem very intelligent, 
they are really no more so than is a 
dog or elephant. 

Their "language" is a chatter, 
and bears no resemblance whatever 
to the human voice. They seem, 
indeed, to be incapable Of even imi- 
tating the human voice.

'The Gorilla is the most nearly 
human being of any of the 
Monkeys. These animals stands at 
a height of five and a half 1 
feel. 'They can walk upright, but 
do not tin so as l rule. 'They have 
immense strength and can dent a 
musket bffifrel With the teeth. 

'Their strong hands can bend the 
barrel of a gun as easily as a so" I 
piece of wood. 

'The brain is small. 'The arms 
are veiy lorn;, reaching to the kneea 
when the animla stands erect. 

'The black skin is covered with 
short hair. 

'This is dark gray expect on the 
head where it is reddish brown. 
The face is hail covered ; the chest 
is bare. 'The lips of the wide mouih 
show no tinge of red. There is \ 
little necU. and the eyes are deeply 
sunken 

The voi kind of bark.

A Christinas gift to education 
which eastern authorities on the 
subject believe may be of great 
value in meeting a serious problem 
in the public schools of crowded 
and noisy cities has been worked 
out and pnt into actual practice 
by Miss Bessie Reaves, of No. 323 
West Twenty-seventh Street, a 
teacher in the Jefferson -Street 
school. She is the first in this city, 
and perhaps, on an extended scale, 
in any other, to use the sign Ian 
guageof the deaf and dumb in carry- 
ing on the work of the school-room, 
full of healthy, noisy, perfectly 
normal children. 

The advantages of the plan are 
so manifest that it has been seri 
ously considered by the Board of 
Education of New York City for use 
in the schools of the metropolis, 
where the terrific noise of the streets 
makes school work in many parts 
of the city difficult. By it, it is 
possible to maintain the absolute 
silence in the school-room which 
is admitted to be an essential to 
the best results from study. It is 
a universal language, doing away 
wite the difficulties experienced by 
teachers having pupils of many na- 
tionalities. It relieves the 
teacher of the constant strain 
upon her voice, with nervous re- 
sults impairing efficiency, and re- 
lieves the children of the distrac- 
tion from their work attendant upon 
woi ds arid ressed to others and the 
temperamental rasp of the some- 
times impatient voice of a weary 
teacher. Also, according to Miss 
Reaves, it is a remarkable means 
of arousing and sustaining interest 
in the lessons, as well as an un 
usually effective method of training 
children in alertness and observa- 
tion. 

Miss Reaves herself has used the 
sign language from childhood, both 
of her parents being deaf-mutes. 
For the last ten years she has given 
the Chrismas services for the deaf, 
those of this year being held yester- 
day afternoon at the First Congre- 
gational Church, to a large and in- 
terested audience. They consisted 
of reading from I he Bible, in the 
sign language, a hymn and a ser- 
mon on the message of Christmas. 
It should be remarked that Miss 
Reaves and all her school children 
are in perfect possession of all their 
faculi 

SIGNS REPLACE S&IBR. 

** 1 discovered ibe great useful- 
ness of the sign-language," said 
Miss Reaves, "when I realized that 
I could give a command to a child 
without disturbing the other pupils. 
The children quickly, and for the 
most part unconsciously, picked it 
up from me, because the sign- lan- 
guage is merely highly-developed 
pantomime, and appeals to the 
children's dramatic sense and im- 
agination. 

" For example, I desire to repri- 
mand a boy out on the grounds' 
who is playing too rough, I ao not 
go over to him. I do not call to 
him. I'ncoiisciously be has learn- 
ed to watch for sign words, and so, 
having attractee his attention by a 
sign, I tell him, in sign, eilhet to 
be quite or to come to me. Of 
course, he can understand me as 
far as he can see me. 

"Naturally, any set of children 
enjoy having a language that the 
other children cannot understand 
Don't you remember spending hours 
over a secret alphabet which you 
nearly killed yourself to write DO 
about nothing in? That's what is 
known as the language age. If you 
don't give children of that age some 
valuable language, they're going to 
learn hog -La tin. 

"At school, the children ask ques- 
tions and are answered without a 
word being spoken. It is all a 
plished through signs between us 
without a disturbing sonnd. I 
find it a great rest to the children's 
I to use this method of talk. 

" Then the sign language trains 
iwers of observation. A child 
who understands it will observe and 
note far more quickly and keenly 
than one who doesn't. Then if an 
Italian or Mexican child comes to 
my school, and con not speak Eng- 
lish, we nevertheless are quickly on 
comfy speakihg terms, for all Latin 
races naturally use their hands in 
•isation. 

HOW IT IS USED. 

" In arithmetic, the children use 
it in counting Then I can give a 
bewildered child the sign which

I myself am proud of 
the compliments for my wife, and for the 
comfort your testimonial brought her. I 
am grateful to you all, and propose to 
publish it in my review in February next,

Thomas J. Moran, 68 years old, 
one of the most prominent business 
men, and widely knowu citizens of 
New Orleans, died at his home, 
2031 Baronne Street, at 3 o'clock 
Thursday afternoon.

Wax Candles. 



It Is a mistake to assume that In 
these days of electricity, gas, and 
oM, the wax candle has been prac- 
tically discarded. Large numbers 
of them are today manufactured 
and sold. It should he added, how- 
ever, that the wax candle is now 
very different from the article of 
olden times. I'otmerly many such 
candles were made of beeswax; but, 
aside from the fact that these are 
now occasionally B*»d II churches, 
the lice plays no part in the manu 
fact lire of present-day wax candles 
The principal Ingredient employed 
in ozocerite, a mineral wax obtained 
from the earth at depths varying 



from four hundred to six hundred 
feet. In our country this mineral 
wax is mined in California and in 
Utah. In Europe it is found in 
Wales, Roumania, and Galacia. 
Ozocerite, iu its natural state, ap- 
pears in translucent, dark brown, 
thin films, which on being refined 
resembles beeswax The wax mines 
situated in Galacia present, some 
features of curious interest. The 
entire wax fields are only fifty acres 
in extent; but more than a thousand 
shafts have been sunk iu that limit- 
ed area, and nearly leu thousand 
men are at work there. The veins 
of the mineral are frequently sixteen 
inches thick, and it is dug with 
shovels and hoisted from the shafts 
by windlass. Many uses are made 
of his wax besides molding it into 
candles, and fortunes have been 
made by the men interested in these 
strange mines. 
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The Univeiaily of Oxford has 
the reputation of having been 
founded by founded King Alfred 
in 872. 

The first colie e of the Univer- 
sity of Cambridge, was founded bv 
Hugo, Bishop of Ely, in 1257. 

The University of Paris was 
founded by King Philip II. about 
1200. 

The first university in tbe 
German Empire was at Prague 
Bohemia, 1348. 

The Czar Alexander I. founded 
the Universities of St. Petersburg 
and Moscow in 1802. 

The oldest Spanish university is 
that of Salamanca, founded in 1240. 

The University of Copenhagen, 
Denmark, was founded iu 1479. 

The University of Upsala, 
Sweden, was founded in 1477. 

The oldest Italy universities are 
Bolonga, founded in 1200; Padua, 
1222; Naples, 1224; Genoa, 1243; 
Perugia, 1277, Macerata, 1290. 
There were nine more founded be- 
tween 1300 and 1650. Italy was 
the greatest resort for students of 
of the higher education in tbe Mid- 
dle Ages. 

Trinity College, Dublin, was in- 
corporated by royal charter in 1591. 

The University of Edinhurg was 
founded in 1583 by a charter grant- 
ed by Kiug James VI. of Scotland. 

Harvard University had its begin- 
nings at Newton, afterwards Cain- 
bridge.Mass , in 1036. 

Yale University had its begin- 
nings at Say brook, Conn., in 1700, 
and was removed to New Haven In 
1716. 

Columbia University was charter- 
ed as King's College in 1784. The 
name was changed to Columbia Col- 
lege in 1785, and to Columbia 
University in 1896. 

Princeton University, founded in 
1746, was chartered as the College 
of New Jersey, and did not assume 
its present name officially until its 
one hundred and fiftieth anniver- 
sary in 1896. 

William and Mary College (first 
steps taken toward establishing it 
in 1617 was erected at Williams- 
burg, Va, and charter granted in 
1693. 

Tbe flist common schools estab- 
lished by legislation in America were 
in Massachusetts in 1045; but the 
first town school was opened at 
Hartford, Conn., prior to 1642 

The University of Pennsylvania 
had its beginning at Philadelphia, 
Pa., in 1840. It was charted in 1753 
as the Academy and Charitable 
School in the Province of Pennsyl- 
vania, and resetted a further char- 
as a college in 1755. Its present, 
title dates from 1791. 

The University of Jagielle, of Cia- 
cow, Poland, where Copernicus re- 
ceived his education, was founded 
iu 1804 by the Polish king Cast- 
uiiere the (beat, and endowed by a 
later Polish king, .logietto, in 1400. 
— Wiirlil Almanac.

Jan. 25, 1913— Two deaf-mutes, 
John Probest, of Canton, O., aud 
Howell Stottler, of Cleveland, are 
facing a term in the penitentiary, 
for the alleged theft of a motor 
cycle from a Cleveland firm. Last 
week the two entered a cycle store, 
and after much parleying a deal 
was about to be closed. The pro- 
prietor went lute another room for 
some tools of machine, and during 
his absence, the boys mounted the 
tandem and rode off. The theft 
was reported. Saturday, the two 
appeared with the machine in Osna- 
burg, a small village, near Canton, 
and visited Fli Clement there, also 
a mute. The marshal of the town, 
having read of the robbery, anil the 
men acting suspiciously, went up to 
place them under arrest Stottler 
\m as submissive, but Probes! took to 
his heels. The latter was given 
chase, by the marshal, p.nd was over- 
taken, but showed fight. Both men 
were placed in the town lockup, 
and the Cleveland authorities in 
formed. An hour later Probes! 
knocked the lock off his cell, and 
was again a free man, Stottler 
was taken to Cleveland, and 
bound over to the grand jury 
under $500 bail, Probes! 
later re-captured, and will be 
taken back to Cleveland, and no 
doubt will be treated similarly to 
his confederate. The conduct of 
the two young men is no surprise 
to those who knew them at school. 
They refused is listen to advise, 
and showed little inclination to be 
attentive to iheii studies. Prober! is 
21 years old. His mother is dead, 
and his father, we do not know his 
whereabouts, unless he is in Cali- 
fornia. Stottler's age is about 19. 
Both his parents are residents of 
Cleveland, and he is an only son. 

The Mayor of Massillon, Ohio, 
seems to have no pity for those who 
go around begging unless he knows 
the ease is a worthy. Here is how- 
he treated a fellow of the deaf im- 
postor variety, and suddenly lestor- 
ed him to heating, January 17th : 

John Crotty was a deaf-mute 
until he was arrested for besging 
to-day and given a fine of $50 in 
default of payment of which 1 • 
sent to Ihe county workhouse. He 
had a small card on which was writ- 
ten " Will you help me?" When 
the mayor fixed the fine this morn- 
ing the dumb man spoke aud beg- 
ged for leniency. 

About nine o'clock, Monday even- 
ing, as Miss Mary Wheat ley was 
Croseiug Town and Parson Avenue, 
she was struck by an automobile 
driven by a colored obanffeur, 
Clarence Zimmerman, and had her 
skull fractured, rendering her un- 
conscious. 

At the time of the accident a 
blinding rain aud snowsioim pre- 
v died. Miss Wheat ley carrying an 
Umbrella before her tace and the 
snow lying on the wind shield and 
fieezing prevented bo'h from seeing 
each other at the time. The chauf- 
feur stopped his machine as soon as 
Ihe accident occurred aud carried 
i-tiin into a nearby residence 
and had an ambulance called to 
take hot to Giant Hospital. She 
was {not identified until Tuesday 
morning, when consciousness came 
back and she made known who sin- 
was. The Institution was notified, 
and then her brother who resides mi 
Fast Fulton Street She had been 
visiting him during the evening and 
was on her way to the institution 
when the accident occurred. Had 
she obeyed tier brother's instruc- 
tion to ride back on a ear, she 
would not now he laid up. He had 
even given her a ticket. Miss 
Wheat ley has been employed in the 
school for some fifteen years. The 
last heard from her at the hospital 
was to the effect that she was im-

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Ants are very wise little crea- 
tures. They can do many wonder- 
ful things. There are, a great 
many different kinds of ants. 
Some ants live in the ground and 
make rooms with long hallsconnect- 
ing them Others heap up mounds 
wbicb we call ant hills, and others 
live in hollow trees. There is a 
kind of ant in South America that 

builds mounds fifteen feet high. 

There are three kinds of ants in 
every colony — males, females, and 
neuters or workers. The females 
lay a ureal many eggs. After a 
while the eggs hatch and little 
white grubs or laiva* come out. 
Soon the grub spins a web and 
wraps itself up in a little cocoon. 

In a few days the cocoon breaks 
and a young ant comes out. The 
workers are smaller tharj the males 
or females. They do all the work. 
They build the nests, gather food, 
fight all the battles, and take care 
of the baby ants. On nice warm 
days they take the cocoons out In 
the sun. When it gets dark or 
stormy they lake them back into 
the n< 

Ants are very strong. They can 
lift things ten times as heavy as 
their own bodies. 

Sometimes a large army of ants 
will inarch to the mound of a diffe- 
rent kind of ants and conquer them. 
Then they steal their baby ants 
and carry them back with them. 
They take good care of them until 
thev come out of the cocoons. Then 
they train them lo be slaves They 
make these slaves do all the work. 
Sometimes when the master ants 
want t0 U<> traveling the slaves carry 

them. Othci masters carry their 

slav< 

Some ants keep cows. They are 
not real cows but a kind of plant 
lice. These plant lice give a sweet 
juice called honey dew. The arils 
fond of this juice and take good 
care of their cows 

In Africa there is a fierce kind of 
ants called the army ant. These 
ants do not build mounds. They 
are always on the march. They 
march through the forest like a real 
army of soldiers. The lines are 
often many miles long. There are 
larger ants that act as oftlecis and 
keep the lines in order. When 
they want to tie sheltered fiom a 
storm 0? from the heat of the sun 
they dig a tunnel several feet under 
the ground. 

When they are hungry they kill 
and eat every live thing they can 
find. They live on flesh. They 
can eat a large animal in a very 
short time. Even the elephant is 
afraid of these ants They have 
very powerful jaws. 

When the people know the 
army ants are coming, they open 
all the closets, boxes, and drawers, 
and run away to a safe place. The 
ants swarm through the, house and 
every living thing they can find. 
When they are gone there are no 
mice or bugs in the house. The 
women like the ants because I hey
